OVERVIEW

The survey also excludes households which contain members of 
non-Australian defence forces stationed in Australia and diplomatic 
personnel of overseas governments.

OVERVIEW 

Injury control is one of the priority areas endorsed for action by the 
Australian Health Ministers, and in Queensland injury is a major 
cause of preventable death. It has now risen to the fourth largest 
killer of Queenslanders in 1998, accounting for 6.5% of total deaths 
and representing the principal cause of death for those aged 1 to 44 
years. It is estimated that around 44% of injuries occur in the home 
environment, with children being particularly susceptible to injury 
where around 75% of injuries in the 0 to 5 age group occur in the 
home. 


A Home Safety State Supplementary Survey was run for the State 
Government, in particular Queensland Health in 1996 to help the 
department understand more about the prevalence of injury risk 
factors overall in Queensland and also in sub-groups in the 
community. This information better enables the department to run 
targetted awareness campaigns and allow its network of health 
promotion co-ordinators to develop other intervention/prevention 
strategies and projects. 


PURPOSE

below the equipment. Also included is information on safety devices 


(such as hand rails; non-slip surfaces; smoke detectors and 
temperature controlling devices for hot water systems). Data on 
swimming pool ownership, first aid training and home ownership will 
also be provided. 


Queensland Health will use the data in a similar way to the 1996 
survey but also to monitor trends over time in this important area of 
death and injury prevention. 


SCOPE 


The scope of the collection includes all usual residents of private 
dwellings except: 


e members of the permanent defence forces; 

e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, 
customarily excluded from censuses and Surveys; 

e overseas residents in Australia; and 

e members of non-australian defence forces (and their 
dependents) stationed in Australia. 


Residents of non-private dwellings such as hospitals, motels and 
goals were excluded from this survey. 


COVERAGE 


For the survey, coverage rules of the Labour Force Survey were 
applied which aimed to ensure that each person was associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence had only one chance of selection in the 
survey. The chance of a person being enumerated at two separate 
dwellings in the one survey is considered to be negligible. 

Persons who are away from their usual residence for 6 weeks or less 
at the time of interview are enumerated at their usual residence 
(relevant information may be obtained from other usual residents 
present at the time of the survey.

OVERVIEW 


The Safety in the Home survey was conducted in Victoria during October 1998 asa 
supplement to the Monthly Population Survey. The Victorian Department of Human 
Services and Monash University - Accident Research Centre were proponents of this 
topic. Target population was persons aged 15 years and over. Information was 
collected on the presence in households of home safety features such as smoke 
detectors, electrical safety switches, and persons trained in first aid. Also collected 
was information on safety hazards such as swimming pools, baby furniture and 
storage of firearms.

November 1976 
incorporated a revised series due to a change in the scope of the 
collection to cover all wineries with annual sales of 250,000 litres or 
more. This change increased the coverage to 97% of total wine 
sales. 


In the October 1979 publication, Sales and Stocks of Australian Wine 
and Brandy By Winemakers (ABS Cat. No. 8504.0), for the first time 
included seasonally adjusted figures for selected wine sales series. 


From July 1985 sales of white table wine data were collected and 
published in the categories of 'not exceeding 1 degree Baume’ and 
‘exceeding 1 degree Baume’ which took into account the sugar 
content of the wine. 


The introduction of the annual Australian Wine and Grape Industry 
(ABS Cat No. 1329.0) publication in 1994 included Domestic and 
International Trade Wine Sales data. 


As a result of the 1995-96 Wine Statistics Review the number of data 
items collected decreased from 28 items to 16 in the July 1998 and 
later surveys, see 10.3 below for details.

The scope of the Schools collection consists of students and staff of all 
establishments which have as their major activity the administration or provision of 
full-time day primary, secondary and/or special education (or primary or secondary 
education by distance education). This includes establishments from both the 
government and non-government sectors. 


Coverage rules are not necessary for the NSSC as, being a census, data is collected 
on the one day.

OVERVIEW 


The Department of Communications, Information Technology and the 
Arts (DOCITA) (formerly the Department of Communications and the 
Arts), requested and funded the ABS to conduct a survey of small 
museums to measure the access to, and preservation and 
conservation of, Australia's heritage collections. DOCITA gave 
priority to this collection within the allocation of funds provided to the 
NCCRS. 


PURPOSE 


DOCITA had been concerned for some time about the lack of 
knowledge about heritage objects. Little was known about their 
physical condition and no national monitoring system was in place. 
Against this background, the Department of the Environment, Sport 
and Territories held a workshop on Key Environmental Indicators for 
Natural and Cultural Heritage in May 1997. This workshop 
recommended 7 indicators on the condition of heritage collections. 
DOCITA were seeking to use these indicators as a guide to obtain a 
baseline on the condition of heritage collections for current initiatives 
and development of programs.

e representativeness of collections: percentage of collections 
covering major themes; 


e access to collections: number of real and virtual visitors to 
museum collections or exhibitions; 

e adequacy of documentation: percentage of objects documented 
to industry standards; 

e electronic documentation: percentage of collections on an 
electronic database; 

e preservation of objects: percentage of collections stored in 
appropriate environmental conditions; 

e conservation of objects: proportion surveyed by trained 
conservators and requiring conservation, and number of trained 
conservators employed; and 

e representativeness of living collections: percentage of native flora 
and fauna in collections. 


The survey aimed to collect statistical information on most of these 
indicators.

OVERVIEW 

The Stage of Production (SOP) indexes relate to all products that are produced by 
establishments classified to a specific industry according to the Australian and New 
Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) for the supply of commodities 
(goods and services) to the Australian economy in a "stage of production" framework. 
Under the Stage of Production concept transactions (flows of products) are 
categorised according to their economic destination on a sequential basis along the 
production chain. In simple terms they are placed in one of three stages, namely: 


- Preliminary demand — Products consumed as inputs into the production of 
Intermediate demand. 

- Intermediate demand — Products consumed as inputs into the production of Final 
demand. 

- Final demand — Products consumed as Final demand, with no further processing. 


PURPOSE 
To aid in the analysis of inflation. 


SCOPE 

Producer price indexes are compiled on a gross industry basis. This means that the 
scope of the indexes includes all transactions occurring within an industry and 
between that industry and other industries. This approach aligns with the principal 
purpose of the producer price indexes, which is to support the compilation of the 
Australian National Accounts and Balance of Payments. 


As the main focus is on domestic inflation, exports are excluded from the headline 
SOP series 'Final demand’, as presented in the key figures on the front page and in 
tables 1-6 of the publication Producer Price Indexes, Australia (Cat. No. 6427.0). 
Index series for Final demand including exports are available in table 10 of this 
publication (Cat. No. 6427.0). 


Import transactions are included within the framework, recognising that they 
represent an important potential source of inflationary pressure. 


In concept, the SOP indexes are intended to incorporate all flows of products within 
the economy. However, while goods are reasonably well represented, there are 
shortfalls in the coverage of many Services industries, including the major ‘margin’ 
services of retail and wholesale. This is a direct consequence of the limited coverage 
of the Services industries in the producer price indexes. 


The Stage of Production indexes incorporate other Producer Price indexes as 
classified under ANZSIC 2006, such as the: 


- Output of the Agriculture, Forestry and Fishing Industries, 
- Output of the Manufacturing Industries 

- Output of the Construction Industries 

- Output of the Services Industries

Conceptual framework 

Under the SOP concept flows of products are categorised according to their 
economic destination on a sequential basis along the production chain. The basis for 
the categorisation is the Australian National Accounts: Input—Output Tables — 
Electronic Publication, 2007—08 Final (cat. no. 5209.0.55.001). In simple terms, 
transactions (flows of products) are placed in one of three stages, namely: 


- Preliminary demand 
- Intermediate demand 
- Final demand 


Within this framework, the flows can broadly be regarded as preliminary demand 


products feeding into the production of intermediate demand products which in turn 
feed into the production of final demand products.

SOP indexes are constructed on a gross industry basis. This framework minimises 
the multiple counting issues inherent in gross industry indexes by segmenting the 
economy into stages and measuring the price changes of transactions undertaken 
with the next stage of production. The stages cannot be aggregated, however a 
summary headline measure of general inflation is provided for each stage. 


It should be noted that the indexes for each of the stages are all representative of a 


single (Simultaneous) point in time which allows for analyses of price change within 
the stages as products flow through. This is useful since price changes for earlier 
stages of production may be indicators of future price changes for the later stages of 
production. 


Transaction Flow Approach 

The ABS has adopted a transaction flow approach for partitioning the flow of 
individual products into the different production stages. Under this approach the 
stage of production in which a transaction is placed is determined by where the 
product is consumed. For example, exported wheat and domestically used wheat are 
treated as different products for index construction purposes. Exported wheat is 
treated as a Final demand product while wheat to be processed domestically to make 
flour is considered to be a Preliminary demand product. Similarly, a product such as 
energy can appear within all three stages. 


It is important to note that the compilation of the ABS producer price indexes within 
the SOP framework is not structured around the products that are transacted. 
Internationally, some statistical agencies who make use of the SOP concept will 
allocate each product to a particular stage. The ABS makes no attempt to place 
individual products into a single stage of production as this would be very challenging 
due to a number of factors. For example, products such as wheat, wool and iron ore 
are exported in large volumes as well as being further processed within the domestic 
market. There are obviously many conflicting arguments for the allocation of such 
products to a single stage within the SOP framework.

OVERVIEW 


This survey provided accurate information on total stocks of grain 
held by major commercial grain storage operators and bulk handling 
facilities in Australia. To avoid the possibility of duplication in 
reporting, only quantities actually held in storage facilities operated by 
the selected business, regardless of grain ownership, were collected 
from each business. This included storage facilities rented from other 
businesses where the selected business was responsible for the 
operation of the facility. The information assisted both government 
and industry manage feed grain supplies. 


The first cycle of the survey collected information on stocks of grain 
on hand at 31 December 2002 and 31 January 2003.
